Wong sald he and Chnn were 
taken into the rear cubicle of Chan's 
home in Castle Peatt Road and as- 
snulted, Chan said nothing while 
being struck. He did not sce Chan 
being assaulted, :

. Kwangtung ‘Sends 
“Three Domands 


‘Expresses High 
Hope For Work 


Canton, Noy. 3. 

The following Ss the text of a tele- 
Rraphic message addressed to the 
Chairman of the Nine-Power Treaty 
Conference by the delegates to the 
Mass Meeting of the Kwangtung 
People held here this morning: 

The object of the Ninc-Power Con- 
ference fs to protect the sanctity of 
treaties, to safeguard the territorial 
and soverelgn integrity of China, and 
to maintain the For Enstern as well 
as world peace, for the attainment of 
whiclOthe 450,000,000 Chinese people, 
united In one heort, nre being en- 
gaged in a flerce bloody struggle. 

If the Conference now convened In 
Brussels should fail to take effectlve 
mensures to check the action of the 
Japanese milltarists in definitely re- 
nouncing treatics, trampling on 
humanity and violating the Far East- 
ern peace with their ruthless oggres- 
sion Jn Chino, the sanctity of inter- 
nationul ogreements will be _com- 
pletely swept to the ground. Under 
such circumstances the indignant 
Chinese, masses will find it very dif- 
fleult to respect treaty obligations 
which they consider ag unequal. 

Therefore, for the sake of prescr- 
ving the sanctity — of international 
agreements and of protecting the 
varioun nation's rights and interesls 
in China we must anxiously hope 
that you and qll other delegates to 
the Conference will uphold justice 
nnd fulfil the sacred obligations of 
the Nine-Power Treaty by resorting 
to effective sanctions against Japan 
and ordering her to withdraw her 
armed forces from the Chinese terrl- 
tory, so ns to restore the political 
status quo which existed prior {eo 
September 18, 1931. Only. this will 
make possible the triumph of right 
and the preservation of peace.” 

MANIFESTO ISSUED 

The meeting of the delegates of 
the Chincse masses in Kwangtung 
provinee, has issued the following 
manifesto with regard te the forth- 
coming conference of the signatories 
fo the Nine-Power Pact «at Brusscls: 

“The Chinese pcopte for the pur- 
pose of securing the emancipition of 
the Chinese race and of nrotecting 
the peace of the world, have star 
a sacred war of self-defencs aimed 
at delivering a severe blow to the 
aggressor. We have been preatly 
encouraged by the sympcthy, ussis- 
tance, praises and normol support 
extended to us by peace-lovins pco- 
ple, throughout the wo-ld, demon- 
strating that th{s Ja still a world In 
which truth fs upheld. With © this 
encouragement our determination to 
fight to the end for the sake of truth 
has teen fortified and we are firmly 
convinced that ullimate triumpn will 
belong to us. é 

The most noteworthy phase of this 
international sympathy and _.assis- 
tance has been the fact that the 
League Advisory Committee on Sino- 
Japanese Problems openly denounced 
Japan for her oggression against 
China and entrusting the Conference 
‘of the “signatories -to- the -Nine-Power 
Pact with the tnsk of seeking n solu- 
tion to the Sino-Japanese question. 

Now it has been decided to con- 
vene the Nine-Power Treaty Confer- 
ence at Brussels, the Belgian Capltal, 
on November 3, In fact the Con- 
ference will not be a conference of 
mercly the delegates of ‘the signa- 
tories to the Nine-Power Pact, as all 
nations having close relations with 
the Far East, notably such as Sovict 
Russia, have been invited to attend, 
For this reison the Chinese people 
are desirous of expressing great 
hopes in the Conference. 


LIKELY OUTCOMES 


However, we believe that the Con- 
ference may have one of the follow- 
ing outcomes: 

Firstly, {{ the Nine-Power Trealy 
Conference can with sincerity and In 
uccordance with the spirit of the 
Nine-Power Pact and the League 
Covenant, seek a-settlement of the 
Sino-Japanese question, then {t will 
be possible to suppress the’ raging 
flumes of aggression. We hope thot 
on the one hand the principle of res- 
pecting China's soverclanty and In- 
dependence os well as territorial and 
administrative integrity ns Inid down 
im the Nine-Power Treaty, be ob- 
served ond on the other hand sanc- 
tions should be opplicd against the 
aggressor, Japan, In accordance with 
Articles XVI and XVII of the League 
Covenant. In addition, the Confer- 
ence should this time decide on. ao 
Acfinite system of collective securily 
in order to snfeguord the perman- 
ent peace of the Pacific. ied 

‘Secondly,:2ince the Mukden Incl- 
dent of September 18, 1931, we have 
‘had painful expericnces because both 
the Lengue of Nations and_the signo- 
torics to the Ninc-Power Pact failed 
to tnke any mensures of sanctions 
ngainst the aggressor. International 
help to China, regrettably enough, 
actually prolongec the ofercssion 
against China when It could only 
take the form of Investigation and 
non-recognition, Consequently, 3 
the Nine-Power Treaty Conferenc¢ t 
being convened, we desire to make it 
clear that wo are opposed to any 
solution involving unequal medintion 
or compromise, The $50,000,000 
Chinese people are firmly determined 
to fight te the end and to resort to 
prolonged resistance for the snk 
securing {he cmoncipation of our 
race and the maintenance of world 
peace. : a

NEW DRUG 


TO REDUCE 


WAR SLAUGHTER TO 
MASS UNCONSCIOUSNESS 


Rochester, N.Y., 
Elimination of bloodshed trom 
wars, riots and police work through 
huse of one of the most active 
chemicals ktwn was discussed re- 
cently by the American Chemical 
Soclety. 


The drug, acetyl choline, {s 50 
powerful that one grain “would be 
enough to Iny out a million men and 
give. the enemy ‘time to capture 
them,” sald Dr. R. R. Renshaw of 
New York University. 


The chemical would reduce war 
from mass slaughter to mass capture, 
he reported, by causing troops 
instantly to faint and remain 
unconscious for several hours, Since 
it could not be used as a gas, the 
drug would be fired in special shells, 
Renshaw snid. The chemicn) would 
be “fixed” into. tiny microscopic 
pellets. When the shell exploded, the 
pellets would spray ‘a wide area, 
Even a scratch would cause n soldicr 
to faint, he said. : 


. “Use of such-n drug would be just 
as effective os artillery shells in 
incapacitating the enemy at ‘least 
tempororily,” he explained, 


The drug has no 
effect. Since its action fs - fleeting, 
the faint would have to be prolonged 
by adding a Axative to the chemical, 
This is now possible, Renshaw said, 
and would keep ‘a mon unconsclous 
several hours, 


The drug would be just as effective 
in bringing down’ planes by causing 
the pilots to faint,’ but: the toll 
Necessarily would be high since. they. 
would crash.

‘CORRECT 
STYLE OF 
ROLLING-IN 


Many Halves Do 
Not Know It 


Many half-backs (ladies and 
men) in the Colony are often 
at fault with regard to the 
roll-in. 1 ‘would advise Um- 
pircs in local hockey to 
penalise them whenover neces- 
sary. * 

Here is the rule:—“It ts definitely 
forbidden to put the -ball into play 
except by rolling It in." Some 

Jnyers jerk it or ‘throw it, which ts 
neorrect. The roller-in (left or 
right half) must have hls. hands out- 
side the touch-line when he delivers 
the ball. It ts impossible to roll the 
ball in at the spot where it went 
out if the hand which delivers tho 
ball js Inside the field of play. The 
roller-in may not approach the ball 
or in any way take part in the game 
until onother player has touched the 
ball. This is to prevent the practice 
of some players who, o8 soon as they 
had rolled the ball In quite slowly, 
followed St up and interfered with 
any opponent -who might attempt to 
play it. The roller-in is entirely 
out of the game until someone cls¢e 
has touched or ployed the ball, 

Under the old rule, the roller-in 
had to “be outside the field of play; 
now he has to “stand”, which means 
that he must. be stationary when. he 
delivers the bali. He. must not roll 
it in whilst he is on the move. Un- 
der this new rule there can be no 
excuse for no rolling the ball in at 
the exact spot where it went out. 

BE CAREFUL OF STICK 

INTERFERENCE 

The interpretation of this rule Is 
clear and presents no difficulties, 
Do not allow the players standJng on 
their’ sticks, as often happens the 
moment the ball ts rolled in 
Players are not then within striking 
distance of the ball, A player who 
turns towards his own goal at a 
roll-in is usually obstructing an op- 


ponent, 
PENALISE THIS 
Penalise the roller-In if he delivers 
the ball with his hand insido the 


g|ficld of play; he must keep his hands 


as well os his fect and stick beyond 
the touch-line when the roll-in is 
being made. Hooking sticks from 
an opponent's left side {s more fre- 
quent at a roll-in' than any other 
time, and must be watched. Do not 
allow the roller-in to jerk the bail; 
it must be simply rolled along the 
ground with no perceptible bending 
of the 
the hand to the ground. 

. ALLOW SUFFICIENT TIME 

Always make the roller-in give 
time to-a player to take up his posi- 


‘}tion~on™ the’ seven’ yards linc, if that 


player is unintentionally off the fleld 
of play. Some rollers-in do not give 
sufficient time to on opponent who 
has gone to retrieve the ball...

the modern world will not change Sts 
habits, Western clyilisntion will per- 
tinaciously contintc. to achieve the 
millennium by differential gears, 

It is Interesting, however, to cogitate 
whether after all we may not be 
pursuing an illusion. Of course, even 
that would not’grently concern those 
philosophers who firmly hold- that we 
and everything around us are Just 50 
many unstbstantlil shadows. . There 
is no special tragedy, though there 
may be some allgit comedy, in the 
spectacte of shidows ulertly pursulng 
iNustons. In fact the situation, if we 
accept this view of, our terrestial 
existence, simply brings us back to 
the familiar but still deeply im- 
pressive words of the burinl service. 
Whnt shndows we: are, and what 
shadows We pursue! : 

A spectacular phase of our modern 
mechanism is dedicated to augment- 
Ing our {Incilities for hustle. It is per- 
missible to wonder how far-even that 
modern characteristic of hustle is not

Nowndays we perform in a_ few 
days journeys which would have 
fulten our — slow-coach ‘ancestors 
several weeks or even months, When 
the aviation ‘experts “solve the

and be back In time for dinner the 
same night, , 
WHERE'S THE GAIN? 


But does that really save us any- 
thing even “in actu) time? Because 
the casier. travel becomes, the more 
we travel, and, In the aggregate we 
probably put in farmore time travell- 


ing our quick way than our forebears 


did thelr slow ones. Take ‘a minor 
illustration of quite ‘nnother side of 
this mechanical travel question. 

Several times ® week I journey 
from London Bridge to Fleet Street. 
It takes about the same time either 
by bus or taxi, At busy pérlods of 
the day, which are the periods when 
J am making the Journey, ‘it takes 
anything from fifteen to thirty 
minutes. It can casily be done on 
foot well within he half hour, In 
fact, such is the super-mechanism now 
of our London streets, you hear people 
say with entire serlousness that they 
are jn a hurry, and must therefore 
walk, 

Another = great Inbour-and-time- 
saving device Is the telephone. If 1 
ventured to say anything against that 
invention it Is probable that the Post- 
master-General would have me in- 
dicted for treason-fclony, But let any 
subseriber to {ts mechanical tyranny 
consider how far in fact the tele- 
phone adds minterinlly to, instead of 
detracting from, the time and energy 
devoted to: making and answering 
calls of, all sorts, 

What it. really works out at Is that 
one can make neal, ard hold a con- 
versation, ever so much more quickly, 
though I fancy still mot. quite so

Whilst the hustling West develops 
ity mechanical genius, the Imme~ 
mortal East, though borrowing much 
of the best machinery, fs stil dedlcat-

view of the blessing of machinery 
might perhaps be persuaded to wish 
that some multi-millonaire bene- 
factor ‘would endow a few chairs of 
mere human reficction In the Western 
world. Not lon: ago a distingulsh-

The ‘problem Iles In the parents. 
The child fs brought because he is 
naughty or $2, will not eat, or ennnot 
sleep, is bad tempered, and so on. 
The parent should come instead and 
say frankly, “What isthe matter with 
me? I have made a mess of things, 
Will you help me to ‘straighten them 
out?” 

Fathers should take themselves 
more serlously, tov, Indirectly, by 
helping to crente the atmosphere of 
the home, they cun contribute 
enormously to the stability of their 
children’s nervous systems. Just be- 
muse he Is not always with them, a 
father: often shows an extraordinary 
understanding of the child’s dificult- 
ies, but, unfortunately, he is apt to 
think It és ‘not his job.” 


Three Types 


No normally healthy child is “bad, 
though his environment often makes 
him so, his environment «being - his 

wrents, his nurse, his teachers, &c. 
There are, however, three types of 
children who become problems—the 
pampered child, the child who is not 
wanted, and the child with some 
form of physical inferiority. : 

In each type there js traceable the 
seeds of the child's disbelief in him- 
self. He falls to belleve in himself, 
when his parents do not believe in 
him. The pampered child may get a 
tude shock when he gets out of his 
protected situation where he is no 
longer pampered. Even where the 
parents have pampered him it Is 
diMcult for them to continue to .be~ 
lieve in him, ns the spoilt child be- 
comes such a thorn In the flesh they 
are irritated with him. The result {s 
a feeling of uncertainty, as one 
moment he fs spoilt and the next he 
{s scolded or punished, 

Children necd_a stable background. 
. They need to know where they stand 
in their parents’ regard. Obviously 
the child who is not wanted {fs not 
believed _in or he would no tbe dis- 
liked. The unforlunate child may 
be the favourite of one parent, the 
other purent having been dethroned 
for the child to take his place. 
Parents should guard against this 
and catch themselves up when they 
tend to find fault with the child of 
whom they are jealous. Their very 
attitude towards the child will make 
him naughty.

inferiority will need more than ever 
to be ‘believed jin by his parents. 


| Parents Need Not Despair 


Parents need not despair about any 
physical inferiority In thelr children, 
indeed they can beHeve in them 
more than ever, os again and again 
the result of such inferlority has 
been to make them compensnte for 
it by outdistancing thelr fellow men. 

There are compensations for chil- 
dren even when their parents” are 
{ foolish enough not to believe in them, 
-thelr very sense of inferiority will 
muke them strive to outdistance 
others, 

A child who stammers is a dis- 
couraged child, but there is no rea- 
son why he should remain discour- 
uged,and If rightly handled he does 
not: I might-say that scores of 
stammering children I have seen 
have been cured by Ignoring the 
slammer, which In many cases is 
merely a way of gaining attention, 
just os refusing food mny be, and 
ulso by taking care that the child is 
neither deprived of his duc amount 
of power and of love, 

The delinquent child, that is the 
child who is a misfit, {Is not lacking, 
in intelligence, but rather hls trouble 
{g that he has not had his emotional 
Ilfe satisfed, He Is also the dis- 
couraged child, who Is not believed 
in. The small boy who is continual- 
ly belng “nagged” ond called bad will 
certainly not be an ensy person ta 
deal with. : : 

Those rare: people, often childess 
themselves, who are said to have 
such o good Infuence over ‘children 
are simply. men and women who 
belleve in children, believe -In_ their 
inhate. goodness, If.they do have 
children of thelr own, they will say 
and believe that their children are 
£0 good that. they, never ‘need 
punishment. Truc, they. are good 
but it is the parents belief in them 
that keeps them good, .

I “would advise Um- 
pires in local hockey — to 
penalise them whenever neces- 
sary. : 
“Here is the rule:—"It is definitely 
toinion to put the ball into play 
except by rolling. it in.’ Some 
nlayers jerk it or throw it, which Is 
Incorrect. The roller-In (left or 
ght half) must have his hands out- 
side the touch-line when he delivers 
the ‘ball. It is impossible to roll the 
ball in at the spot where it went 
out if the hand which delivers the 
bull is inside the Meld of play. The 
roller-In, may not approach the ball 
or in any way take part in the game 
untit another player has touched the 
ball. This is to prevent the practice 
of some players who, os s00n as they 
had roiled the ball In quile slowly, 
followed it up. and interfered with 
any opponent who might attempt to 
play it.

chism. It Was taken us satisfactorily 
demonstrated that he was indeed 
gully, and popular opinion’s legiti- 
mate suspicions of the processes of 
American law were happily dispelled 
hy the infallibillty of the machine, 

Curiously cnough, the late G. K. 
Chesterton wrote a detective story on 
ihat subject. He enlled it, “The Mls- 
take of the Machine,” and it this case 
the unknown prisoner’s pulse Ieapt 
at the mention of o certain man's 
name, On this manifestation he was 
adjudged guilty. But it turned out 
that the name that made his pulse 
Jump was actually bis own. G.KLC.’s 
adorable little priest, Father Brown, 
unravelled this tangle, and showed 
ft up in his own inimitable manner. 

His final dictum I commend to all 
engineers, and, above all, to all en- 
thusinstic beHevers in the infallibility 
of machinery. “No machine can lic,” 
eid Father Brown, “neither can it 
tell the truth!”

“HE dis a bad boy, doctor," Is a 
phrase I hove heard almost 
dally from mothers. The fnthers 1 
have hnd ‘little opportunity of secing, 
though I hear a grent deal about 
them, ond And that the mother who 
belleves In her baby usually believes 
in hia fiither’ too. “The -happy 
family" {a no mere cuteh phrase, byt 
a very Uving reality, In the une 
happy family the baby usually comes 
ott worst as he cannot defend him- 
self, 

‘ This small serap of humanity 
understands an angry voice when he 
is a few dayrn old. Later, when his 
mother brings him and says he is “a 
bad boy," I have scen his eyes full 
of resentment before he could either 
talk or walk—Jjust os a foreigner [s 
able to understand a language before 
he can speak It, - : 

The problem Iles in the parents. 
The child is brought because he is 
naughty or ill, will not cat, or cannot 
sleep, Is bad tempered, and = so on. 
The parent should come instead and 
say frankly, “What is the matter with 
me?) T have mndea mess of things. 
Will you help me to straighten them 
out?"” 

Fathers should take themselves 
more seriously, too. Indirectly, , by 
helpings to create the atinosphere of 
the home, they can contribute 
enormously to the stability of their 
children’s nervous systems. Just be- 
cause he is not always with them, a 
father often shows an: extraordinar, 
understanding of the child’s dimcult+ 
ies, bul, unfortunately, he js apt to 
think it is “not his job." 


Three Types © 


No normally healthy child Is “bad, | 


though his environment often makes 
him so, his environment being his 
purents, his nurse, his tenchers, &e. 
There ure, however, three types of 
children who become problems—the 
pampered child, the child who is not 
wanted, and the child with some 
form of physical Inferlority. 

In each type there Ix traceable the 
seeds of the child's disbelicf in him- 
self, He fails to belleve in himself, 
when his purents do not believe in 
him. The pampered child may fet a 
rude shock when he gets out of his 
protected situation where he {s no 
longer pampered. Even where the 
parents have pampered him it is 
dificult for them to continue to be- 
Neve In him, as the spailt child be- 
comes such @ thorn in the flesh-they 
ore Irritated with him. The result is 
as one 
moment he Is spolll and the next he 
js scolded or punished. 

Children need a stable background, 
They need to Jenow where they stand 
in thelr parents’ regard, Obviously 
the child who"ls-not wanted ts not 
believed in or he would no the dis- 
liked. The unfortunate child may 
be the favourite of one parent, the 
other parent having been dethroned 
for the child (to take his place, 
Parents should nuard against this 
and catch themselves up when they 
tend to find fault with the child of 


-whomn-they -are-jenlous-—Their- very 


attitude towards the child will mate 
him naughty. 

The child wlth any — physical 
inferiority will need more than ever 
to be believed jn by his parents. + 


Parents Need Not Despair 


Parents need not despalr about any 
physical inferiority In thelr children, 
indeed they cun believe in them 
more than ever, os aginin and ngaln 
the result of such Inferlority ‘has 
been to make them compensate for 
it by outdistancing their fellow men. 

There are compensations for chil- 
dren even when their parents are 
foolish enough not to believe in them, 
thelr very sense of inferiority will 
make them strive 
others, ; . 

A child who slammers isa dis- 


couraged child, but there is no rea |. 


son why he -should remain discour- 
aged, and if rightly hundled he does 
not; I might say that scores of 
stammering children I have seen 
have been cured by ignoring the 
stammer, ‘which In many  cascs_ Is 
mercly a way of gaining attention, 
just as refusing fool may be, and 
also by taking care thut the child Is 
neither deprived of hls due amount 
of power and of love. . :

The small boy who 1s continual- 
ly being “nageged" and called bad will 
eertalnly not be an easy person to 
deal with.

Dr. Wellington Koo, China’s chief delegate to the 
Brussels conference which is secking some method of 
mediation in the Far Enst conflict, put China’s case before 
the Powers assembled to-day. : 


The Nine-Power Conference was resumed in the 
‘Marble Hall of the old palace of the Duke of Orange this 
afternoon, aid Dr. Koo was one of'the principal speakers. 
Dr. Koo said the facts relating to Japanese armed 
aggression had been examined by representatives of 28 
nations, whose unanimous report had been approved by 


51 nations. 


It. established that the Japanese 


invaded Chinese territory, and had military control of 
large areas including Peiping. itself. ‘The Japanese 
Government had taken naval measures to close the coast 


of China to Chinése shipping, and the weight of the 


Japanese war machine had been brought to bear on 


harmless Chinese people by 


land, sea and air. Japanese 


military occupation of North China ‘practically covers 
three whole provinces, the combined size of which was 


equal to England and Germany, and had also 
part of Shantung and Shansi. 


Obviously the present outbreak 
was merely a continuation of a policy 
of territorial expansion displayed at 
Mukden in 1931, and the subsequent 
militery occupation of Manchuria. 


China’s Big -Regret 


Chinn regrets, sald Dr. Koo, that 
her re-arming in recent years has 
not been more rapid or extensive so 
us to offer more effective resistance 
to lessen the toll of suffering which 
has been ruthlessly ‘mpased . upon 
the Chincse pcople.

Dr. Koo did not deny the Japanese 
assertions of anti-Japanese feeling in 
Chinn, which was a natural reaction 
to Japanese aggression,

HIERE muy be other old fossils be- 
side myself who area oppreased 
by n doubt whether the twenticth 
century js not -rnther overdoing 
machinery. It Is a purely academic 
point, and should therefore arouse no 
very flerce indignation on either alde 
for nothing is more certaln than thal 
the modern world will not change Its 
habits. Western civilisation will per. 
tinaclously continue to achieve. the 
millennium by differential ‘gears, 

It is Interesting, however, to cozitate 
whether after all we may not be 
pursuing an fusion. Of course, even 
that would not greatly concern those 
philosophers who firmly hold that we 
und everything around tas are just 50 
many unsubstantial shadows, There 
is no special tragedy, though there 
may be some allght. comedy, in the 
‘spectacle of shadows alerly pursuing 
illusions. In fact the situation, if we 
necept this view of our terrestint 
existence, simply brings us back to 
the faomiflar but sti! deeply im- 
pressive words of the burial service, 
Whit shadows we are, and what 
shadows we pursuc! ‘

mechanism is dedicated to nugment-{_ 


ing our facilities for hustle. It is per« 
missible to wonder how far'even that 
modern characteristic of hustle Is not 
a delusion and on snare.

When 
the avintion experts solve ‘the 
mechanical problems of the stratos- 
phere we shall be able to fly from 
London to'New York after brealfast 
‘and be back in'thme for dinner the 
same night. 

WHERE'S THE GAIN? 


But does that renlly save us any- 
thing even In actunl time? Beenuse 
the easier travel becomes, the more 
we travel, and in the aggregate we 
probably put Jn far more time travell- 
inst our quick way than our forebears 
did their slow ones. Tale a minor 
iNustration of quite another side of 
this mechanical travel question,

knowing what: to do with even the 
sennty teisure we possess. 

‘ELUSIVE ART OF LIVING 


There is no ‘need to stress the 
lethal side of modern machinery. 
The nerinl torpedo, the submarine, 
the tank, and the 10-Inch gun all 
speak very effectively fov themsclves. 
The sort of millennium they envisage 
would be rejected bya colony of 
mentully defective apes. 
+ Whilst the hustling West develops 
its mechanical genius, the Imme~ 
moriul East, though borrowing much 
of the best machInery, is still dedicat- 
Ing most of its time d attention to 
purely contemplative pursults, 
Even those who take the most clate 
view of the blessing of machinery 
minht perhups be persuaded to wish 
that some multi-millionnire hbene- 
Inctor wotild endow a few chairs of 
mere human reflection in the Western 
world, Not long ago a distingulsh~ 
ed engineering professor, In a presi- 
dental address to the Britlsh Assocta- 


tlon, suggested emphatically that our 
machinery‘had got perilously shead 
of our fntellectual equipment . and 
sense of responsibility. I am merely 
re-echolng the sentiments~ of that 
{Hustrious authority. We have great 
need of somo research scholarships 
directed to nothing more than how 
to live. . 
The citadel of up-to-date ma- 
chinery, of course, Is U.S.A. In that 
favoured lund of freedom and graft 
they have recently sent a convicted 
murderer to his legut doom on the 
final verdict of a robot. The felon 
was crof-examined by a professor, 
who studied hls reactions as revenled 
by the sepsltive needle of an Infalll- 
ble = lie-detecting machine, The 
strong agitatlan of the robot's tell- 
tule needle, when asked. did he com- 
mit the murder, completed the doom 
of the wretched prisoner under cate- 
chism, It was taken as satisfactorily 
demonstrated that he was . indeed 
guilty, and popular opinion's legiti- 
maté suspicions of the processes of 
American Jaw were happily dispelled 
bv the infnllibility of the machine, 
Curlouly enough, the Inte G, K. 
Chesterton wrote a detective story on 
that subject. He called it, “The Mis 
take of the Machine,” and ars this case 
the unknown prisoner’s pulse leapt 
at the mentlon of a certaln man’s 
name. - On thls manifestation he was 
adjudged guilty. But It turned out 
thot the nome that made his pulse 
Jump was actually his own, G.K.C.'s 
adorable little pricst, Father Brown, 
unravelled’ this tangle, and showed 
4t up fn his own inimitable manner. 
His final dictum I commend to all 
engincers, and, above all, to all en- 
thusinstic believers In the infallibility 
of machinery, “No machine can Iie," 
anid Father Brown, “neither can It 
tell the truth!’ The more this note- 
worthy saying Ja pondered, the more 
WIL its profound implication be ad- 
mired. Man remains the best ma- 
chine yel invented,’ and the ‘human 
heart will never have a robot sub- 
stitute, $ :
